was ov erwhelming ly driv en by

unconscious 
rag e 
the 
nig ht Janet Uland was killed 
He contended Purnell could not 
control his actions due to a 
mental illness he described as 


“dissociativ e reaction,“ 
Dr. Tanay said his p rimary 
basis for his op inion was ob 
tained from his clinical 
in­ 
terv iew with Purnell and from 
tap e 
reco rding s 
of

p sy cholog ist interv iews of the 
defendant, rep orts of p olice

Berrien Hea lth Dep t, 
Need s Mo re Sp a ce 


Berrien county health officials are at the discussion stag e 
about consolidation of health serv ices into one building and are 
looking at p ossible sites including the Fidelity Insurance 
building at 7 69 Pip estone street. Benton Harbor. 
Jerry Erickson, acting county health director, said the 
health dep artment is ap p ly ing for state and federal money to 
p rov ide additional health serv ices in north Berrien county , but 
would need additional sp ace if the g rants come throug h. 
If the health dep artment is g oing to continue to resp ond to 
the g rowing health needs in north Berrien county , a larg er 
clinic is needed. Erickson ex p lained. 
The health dep artment currently has office sp ace in the 
county courthouse in St. Josep h and also op erates the 
Prev entiv e Medicine clinic across from Mercy hosp ital in 
Benton Harbor. About 45,uou p ersons hav e g one throug h the 
clinic in Benton Harbor during the p ast 2 '2 y ears. Erickson 
noted. 
The health dep artment has ap p lied for a p re-natal g rant and 
a p ediatrics sup erv isory g rant, Erickson said. If the monev 
becomes av ailable, both p rog ram s will require additional 
sp ace and more p ersonnel and “we just hav e no p lace for them 
to hang their hats now,” he added. 
The p ediatrics g rant would p rov ide screening tests for about 
5,000 children p er y ear and “we don’t hav e a p lace to handle 
that number, Erickson said. ‘What we are say ing is if we can 
g et a more adequate facility then we can continue to seek 
outside funds,” he said. 
The p rev entiv e medicine clinic p rov ides p re-natal serv ices 
now, but the g rant the dep artm ent is seeking would add a 
social worker, a p re-natal nurse« nd other such p ersonnel, but 
the current clinic is already cram p ed Erickson rem arked. 


A facility such as the Fidelity Insurance building would be 
larg e enoug h to consolidate the entire health dep artm ent. It 
has two floors, about 12,000 square feet of sp ace, sits on more 
than 7 acres and is fenced in, Erickson said. Also, it would 
require no major renov ation, he added. 
, 
Erickson said the health dep artm ent hop es to hav e the 
Berrien county commissioners look at the facility as well as 
other sites. 
The insurance firm building has been v acant for about two 
y ears. It was comp leted in 1962, and was left v acant when the 
firm merg ed with a Grand Rap ids insurance firm and mov ed 
to consolidated headquarters in 197 1.

The latest meeting o f leaders o f the 
Euro pean Eco no mic Co mmunity was a 
significant turning po int because it is no w 
by far the largest trading blo c in the 
wo rld. The ho pe o f mo st o f the members is 
no t merely to fo rm an eco no mic and 
mo netary unio n but also a 
po litical 
federatio n a United States o f Euro pe. 
The natio nal identities that such a 
po litical unio n wo uld merge and the 
jealo usies that make such a unio n difficult 
dictate a go slo w po licy o n federatio n. A 
decisio n o n the matter canno t po ssibly 
o ccur until the nex t such summit, 197 6 , 
when ano ther federatio n o f so v ereign 
states, o n the o uter side o f the Atlantic, 
will be celebrating its bicentennial 
The ho st fo r the summit, President 
Geo rges Po mpido u o f France, seemed to 
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be in co mplete co mmand as issues 
fav o red by him wo n and issues o ppo sed by 
him lo st, unless he co mpro mised. He was 
so much in co mmand that it caused the 
o ther co nferees so me embarrassment. 
He leaked the summit co mmunique to 
the press befo re it was o fficially ap­ 
pro v ed, causing Britain and o ther natio ns 
to co mplain that their o wn peo ples wo uld 
get the impressio n all the leaders were 
do ing was rubber stamping Po mpido u’s 
pro po sals. 
The main achiev ement o f the summit 
was in the eco no mic field. It ado pted a 
timetable fo r full mo netary and eco no mic 
unio n by the end o f 1980. 
This wo uld make the Euro mart, with its 
o wn currency and single, co o rdinated 
trade po licy , an eco no mic giant riv aling 
the United States, the So v iet Unio n and 
J apan, and witho ut any dependence o n the 
do llar. 
This so rt o f declaratio n o f eco no mic 
independence, alo ng with the failure o f 
the German pro po sal fo r direct and 
special Euro mark links with the United 
States, is a clear and early indicatio n that 
the eco no mic co mpetitio n will be fierce.

So me peo ple wo uld like to 
kno w why the 20-week lim it o n 
abo rtio ns in Pro po sal B. The 
reaso ning inv o lv ed behind this 
limit is so und, and the public 
deserv es to kno w what it is. 
First the po int must be m ade 
(and 
em phasized) 
that 
the 
great majo rity o f abo rtio ns are 
perfo rmed befo re 12 weeks. In 
New 
Yo rk 
during 
J u ly - 
September 197 1 perio d. 7 9.1 per 
cent o ccurred during the first 
12 weeks. The figure has lately 
risen to clo se to 90 per cent. A 
wo man will mo st assuredly no t 
o v erlo o k the fact that early 
abo rtio ns are safer and un 
co m plicated. 
Ho wev er, many pregnancies 
are no t co nfirmed until they 
are past the 12-week po int. Fo r 
ex am ple, many wo men hav e 
n atu rally irregular p erio ds. 
Wo men who hav e been taken 
o ff the pill o ften do no t hav e 
regular perio ds fo r up to a y ear 
th erea fter. Other ex a m p les 
include nursing mo thers who 
are no t hav ing perio ds, wo men 
in meno pause who may think 
their fertility has ended, and 
the v ery po o r who do no t seek 
medical attentio n so o n eno ugh. 
Mo st tragic are the v ery y o ung 
o r the igno rant who sim ply do 
no t understand what is hap­ 
pening to them. 
The pro po sed law takes the 
abo v e situatio ns into acco unt. 
These are the reaso ns fo r a 20- 
week limit

Needs More Space 


rierrien county health officials are at the discussion stage 


about consolidation of health services into one building and are 
looking at possible sites including the Fidelity Insurance 
building at 769 Pipestonc street, Benton Harbor. 


Jerry Erickson, acting 'county health director, said the 


health department is applying for state and federal money to 
provide additional health services in north Berrien county, but 
would need additional space if the grants come through. 


If the health department is going to continue to respond to 


the growing health needs in north Berrien county, a larger 
clinic,is needed, Erickson explained. 


The health department currently has office space in the 


cguhty- courthouse in St. Joseph and also operates the 
Preventive Medicine clinic across from Mercy hospital in 
Benton Harbor. About 4S>,uuo persons have gone through the 
clinic in Benton Harbor during the past 2'/2 years, Erickson 
noted. 


The health department has applied for a prern.atal grant and 


a pediatrics supervisory grant, Erickson said. If the rhonev 
becomes available, both programs will require additional 
space and morep~er*sonnel and "we just have no place lor them 
to hang their hats now," he added, 


Thepedlatrics grant would provide screening tests for about 


5,000 children per year and "we don't have a place to handle 
that; number, Erickson said. 'What we are saying is if we can 
get a more adequate facility then we can-continue to seek 
outside funds," he said.. 


The preventive medicine clinic provides pre-natal services 


now, but the grant the department is seeking would add a 
social worker, a pre-natal nurse«nd other such personnel, but 
the current-clinic is already cramped Erickson remarked. 


A.facility such as the Fidelity Insurance'building would be. 


large enough to consolidate the entire health department. It 
has two.floors, about 12,000 square feet of space, sits on more 
than 7 acres and is fenced in, Erickson said. Also', it would 
require no major renovation, he added. 
, 


Erickson said the health department hopes to have the 


Berrien county commissioners look at the facility as well as 
other sites. 


The insurance firm building has been vacant for about two 


years. It was completed in 1962, and was left vacant when the 
firm merged with a Grand Rapids insurance firm and moved 
to consolidated headquarters in 1971.

"dissociative reaction," 


Dr. Tanay said his primary 


basis for his opinion was ob-

psychologist interviews of Hie 
defendant, reports of police, 
the prosecution, autopsy of 
Miss Uland, and Purnell's 
school records.

Dr. Tanay said in examining 


Purnell several factors were

A Rival United States 


The latest meeting of leaders of the 


European Economic Community was a 
significant turning point because it is now 
by far the largest trading bloc in the 
world. The hope of most of the members is 
not merely to form an economic and 
monetary union but also a political 
federation a United States of Europe. 


The national identities that such a 


political union would merge and the 
jealousies that make such a union difficult 
dictate a go slow policy on federation. A 
decision on the matter cannot possibly 
occur until the next such summit, 1976, 
when another federation of sovereign 
states, on the outer side of the Atlantic, 
will be celebrating its bicentennial. 


The host for the summit, President 


Georges Pompidou of France, seemed to 
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be in complete command as issues 
favored by him won and issues opposed by 
him lost, unless he compromised. He was 
so much in command that it caused the 
other conferees some embarrassment. 


He leaked the summit communique to 


the press before it was officially ap- 
proved, causing Britain and other nations 
to complain that their own peoples would 
get the impression all the leaders were 
doing was rubber stamping Pompidou's 
proposals. 


Tlie main achievement of the summit 


was in the economic field. It adopted a 
timetable for full monetary and economic 
union by the end of 1980. 


This would make the Euromart, with its 


own currency and single, coordinated 
trade policy, an economic giant rivaling 
the United States, the Soviet Union and 
Japan, and without any dependence on the 
dollar. 


This sort of declaration of economic 


independence, along with the failure of 
the German proposal for direct and 
special Euromark links with the United 
States, is a clear and early indication that 
the economic competition will be fierce. 


When Was 
The First Time? 


With the most all-inclusive (most issues 


and candidates) in its history coming up 
Nov. 7, Michigan might be interested in 
how long it's been holding elections. The 
first time people in Michigan cast ballots 
was in 1827. At that time, citizens in the 
Michigan territory chose a 13-member 
legislative council.

REASON FOR THE 


20-WEEK LIMIT' 


Editor, 


Some people would like .to 


know why the 20-week limit on 
abortions in Proposal B. The 
reasoning involved behind this 
limit is sound, and the public 
deserves to know what it is. 


First the point must be made 


(and 
emphasized) that the 


great majority of abortions' are 
performed before 12 weeks. In 
New 
York 
during 
July- 


September 1971 period, 79.1 per 
cent occurred during the first 
12 weeks. The figure has lately 
risen to close to 90 per cent. A 
woman will most assuredly not 
overlook the fact that early 
abortions arc safer and un- 
complicated. 


However, many pregnancies 


are not confirmed until they 
are past the 12-week point. For 
example, many women have 
naturally irregular periods. 
Women who have been taken 
off the pill often do not have 
regular periods for up to a year 
thereafter. Other examples 
include nursing mothers who 
are not having periods, women 
in menopause who may think 
their fertility has ended, and 
the very poor who do not seek 
medical attention soon enough. 
Most tragic are the very young 
or the ignorant who simply do 
not understand what is hap- 
pening to them. 


The proposed law takes the 


above situations into account. 
These are the reasons for a 20- 
week limit.

fertile women annually on 
August 12th (the birthday of 
Hitler's mother). 


In 
addition, no state or 


country 
with abortion 
laws 


which permit a woman to seek 
an abortion, has ever passed an 
euthanasia law. In England, 
which has had abortion reform 
since 1967. they have 
had 


euthanasia laws introduced 
into Parliament since 1937 and 
none has ever passed. 


The other most continual 


question is Ihe upper limit of 
four and one-half (20 weeks) 
months. If we had 
been 


politically expedient, we would 
have set the limit at 13 weeks. 
The medical necessity of 
keeping the option open until 20 
weeks was compelling.
